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PREFACE. 



In the year 1860 we printed, under the sanction of the Secretary 
of State for War, a work on the " Strength, Organization, and 
Composition of the Armies of Europe," which was compiled hy 
Captain Martin Petrie, of the Topographical StaJff, and was derived 
from official documents issued by the several Foreign Governments 
and other authentic sources. The present volume, relating exclu- 
sively to the Organization, Composition, and Strength of the 
Army of Great Britain, has been printed at the request of H.R.H. 
the Field Marshal Commanding m Chief, and contains more de- 
tailed information than was given in the former book ; and in 
further compliance with His Royal Highness's wishes, it will be 
revised annually " at the time of the issue of the Parliamentary 
" Estimates, in order that all changes embodied in them may be 
'' duly made, and a corrected edition furnished to each Department; 
" requiring it." 

The request for information respecting the Indian and Colonial 
Forces has been very fully responded to by the Secretaries of State 
for India and the Colonies, and as in any cases where doubtful 
points have arisen, this work has been submitted to the heads of 
the several branches of the Military Services, before being finally 
printed, I am in great hopes that it will be found correct in aU 
essential particulars. 

The scope and compass of the present treatise necessarily pre- 
clude the distribution of the British Forces from being enlarged 
upon, and admit only a brief notice of many interesting matters 
connected with our Military Establishments. At the same time, 
as the importance of having correct information respecting our 
army in this condensed form, is now fully appreciated by the heads 
of the Military Departments, I trust that tney will point out any 
additions to it which they may think it desirable future editions 
should contun, or suggest any variation in the general arrangement 
of the matter, that might tend to enhance its value and utility. I 
further venture to express the hope that the Secretaries of State

for India and for the Colonies, will give such information as shall 
enable us to obtain correct returns of the Indian and Colonial 
Forces up to the 31st of December in each year, and in sufficient 
time to publish it as soon as possible after the Army Estimates are 
passed, or not later than the 31st March in each year. 

We are now printing returns of the entire equipment of the 
British Army, with the weight, cost, and place of storage of every 
article, the forms of demand for them, &c. &c. 
The series will consist of seven parts, viz. : — 

I. Cavalry. 
II. Artillery. 
III. Engineers. 
IV. MiUtary Train. 
V. Infantiy. 
VI. Commissariat. 
VII. Hospital Service. 
Each part will be accompanied by drawings ; the illustrations 
will thus comprise the articles issued for eveiy branch of the 
Military Service.* 

In the production of the great number of drawings required for 
this work I hope to avail myself of the art of photo-zincography with 
half tones, which we have lately discovered, and which is destined 
to produce a great revolution in the fine arts and in the art of 
printing. By this process we are able to produce a photograph of 
any subject on paper, in a state to be transferred to zinc or stone, 
from which any number of impressions that may be required can 
be printed as by ordinary lithographv. The art itself is extremely 
simple, the cost of the materials of the '^ transfer " not one penny, 
and the time required to produce it not over ten minutes.

GENERAL CONSTITUTION OF THE ARMY. 



The constitution of Great Britain recognizes it as a duty on 
the part of every British subject to bear arms for the defence of 
the country when called upon. This principle is given effect to 
in the following manner :— 

The Sovereign has the power of summoning and calling out 
the posse comitatus or leoie en masse, if the country is menaced 
either with rebellion or foreign invasion. This force legally 
includes all males between the ages of 16 and 60, and is governed 
through functionaries appointed by the constitution. In every 
county there is a high sherifE', who is ex-officio the commander 
of all civil forces in it. 

It need, perhaps, hardly be observed, that in the present day 
such a proceeding as calling out the posse comitatus, could not be 
expected to produce anything resembling a military force, or to 
furnish a safeguard against an invading army, but it nevertheless 
remains a highly valuable institution, as it affords the constituted 
authoriti^i^ the power of summoning all well-disposed persons to 
give their aid in the suppression of rebellion or internal commotion. 
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Formerly it was the custom to enrol a portion of the posse 
comitatus under the name of "county militia,'' The numbers 
required were selected by ballot from among men between the 
ages of 18 and 45. Under such an organization the militia was 
essentially a civil force, and its duties were purely defensive. 
Successive Acts of Parliament have, however, exercised consider- 
able modifications in its constitution; the whole force is now 
subject to the Mutiny Act ; it is liable to be embodied at any 
time, and becomes thereupon under the command of the military 
authorities. 

The duty of serving in the militia is still compulsory, as the 
existing law requires lord-lieutenants of counties to frame lists 
annually of all men between the ages of 18 and 35, with the view 
of taking a ballot for the quota required from each district. That 
this is not put in force, is owing to a bill passed through Parlia- 
ment yearly, called the " Ballot Suspension Act." The militia 
force can only be called upon to serve- at home. 

The origin of the regular army dates from 1660, or perhaps 
earlier. In that year, however, Charles II. formed two regiments 
of guards, one of horse and the other of foot, consisting principally 
of troops that had been previously embodied, and these, with 
the regiment of Royal Scotch brought from France in 1661, and 
some other regiments that were soon after set on foot, formed in 
all a force of about 5,000 men, including the troops in garrison 
abroad. 

In James the Second's reign the strength of the standing army 
was increased to 20,000 men ; the dragoon guards and the 7th to 
the 15th regiments of the line were then raised. After the revolu- 
tion of 1688 a lar^e standing army became necessary. 

Successive additions have since been made to its strength, so 
that at the present day its numbers and importance place it at 
the head of the military institutions of the country. 

It is, however^ wortny of remark, that its existence depends 
upon the annusd passing of the Mutiny Act by the Legislature of 
the country ; ana it dif^s essentially in its constitution froni the 
armies of every other European state, for no subject of the British 
Crown is required to serve in it except of his own free will and 
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accord, whereas the conscription in some form exists as an insti- 
tution throughout Europe.* 

The forces of the British Empire as they at present exist may 
be classified under the following heads : — 
First. The standing army : this includes, — 
The active regular forces. 

Dep6t and garrison troops in the United Kingdom. 
Local and colonial regiments and corps abroad. 
Second. Troops of reserve, consisting of, — 
The army of reserve. 
Enrolled pensioners. 
Militia. 

Yeomanry cavalry. 
Volunteer corps in Great Britain. 

Militia and Volunteer corps in British possessions abroad. 
The whole of these troops of reserve are called out periodically 
for muster and training in time of peace, and may be embodied 
to any extent required in time of war. 

Third. — Civil Forces. — Of these the constabulary in Ireland 

only, are armed and trained as a military force. 
In the regular forces the several arms exist in the following 
proportions : — 

Infantry - - 71 '5 per cent. 
Cavalry - - 6'6 „ 

Artillery - - 17'1 „ or 3 guns per 1,000 men. 
Engineers - - 2*4 „ 
MiUtaiy Train, &c. 2*4 „ 
In the infantry 4'2 per cent, are Guards, and 5*5 per cent. Rifles. 
In the cavaJ^ 6*1 per cent, are Life and Horse Guards. Of 
the remaining regiments, 27 per cent, are heavy, 33 per cent, 
medium, and 40 per cent, light. 

In the artillery 16 per cent, are horse artillery, 39 per cent, field 
artillery, and 45 per cent, garrison artillery. 

* The army of the Papal States forms the sole exception to this rule, as the 
enlistment into it is entirely voluntary, and it may be added that in two or 
three of the minor states of Germany volunteers are generally forthcoming in 
sufficient numbers to obviate the necessity of having recourse to compulsory 
Bervice in time of peace. 
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RECRUITING. 



The whole of the British troops belonging to the regular armv 
are raised in the United Kingdom, with the exception of the lOOtn 
Regiment, which was embodied in Canada in 1858, and is still 
recruited there. 

The recruiting service is conducted under the orders and control 
of the Adjutant-General. The agencies employed are as fol- 
lows : — 

1st. Regiments and dep6t battalions recruit at their own head- 
Quarters. 

2na. The United Kingdom is divided into nine recruiting dis- 
tricts, of which four are in England, two in Scotland, and 
three in Ireland. 

Each of these districts is placed in charge of an inspecting field 
officer, assisted by a stafp, and the districts are divided into sub- 
diAdsions, superintended by an officer of the rank of captain or 
subaltern. Each district has a number of recruiting parties, 
usually consisting of a seijeant and a private, stationed at various 
places in it. These are sent from their respective regiments, and 
raise men both for their own and other corps, every man enlisting 
having the privilege of choosing the corps or regiment he wishes 
to serve in. 

The establishment of the recruiting staff is as follows : — 

Inspecting field officers (brevet cols.), 5 in Great Britain, 3 in 
Ireland. 

Adjutants (lieutenants), 6 in Great Britain, 3 in Ireland. 

Paymasters, 6 in Great Britain, 3 in Ireland. 

Staff surgeons, 6 in Great Britain, 3 in Ireland. 

Superintending officers (half-pay), 8 in Great Britain, 3 in Ire- 
land. 

Serjeant-majors, 5 in Great Britain, 3 in Ireland. 

Sei^eants, 30 in Great Britain, 18 in Ireland. 

These officers and non-commissioned officers are additional to 
the regimental establishments. 
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The household troops^ both cavalry and infantry, conduct their 
own recruiting service. 

It is desired that regiments should enlist recruits, as far as 
practicable, in the counties whose names they bear. 

The regular army is recruited also in time of war by volunteers 
from regiments of embodied militia, commissions in the line being 
granted to officers of militia in consideration of their regiments 
having furnished a certain number of men. 

The rank of lieutenant-colonel was also given during the Indian 
mutiny in 1857 to persons holding, or who had held, the rank of 
field officer, in consideration of their raising battalions of 1,000 
men. This last mode of levying men may be regarded as entirely 
exceptional. 

Every man enlisting into the service, and every soldier who, 
while serving or after having been discharged on the completion 
of his first period of service, shall re-engage to serve for a further 
term, in accordance with the provisions of the Mutiny Act and of 
the Royal Warrant dated 30th October 1861, is entitled to a free 
kit of necessaries (or an allowance in lieu thereof) besides a bounty 
in money. The amount of the bounty is regulated from time to 
time by authority of the Secretary of State for War, according to 
the exigencies and requirements of the service. It is, however, 
never less than IL, and has very rarely exceeded lOL 

llie bounty is also fixed at different rates for the several 
branches of the service, according as more or less men are requi- 
site to complete their establishments. For the Royal Engineers 
it is usually in excess of the other arms, on account of the supe- 
rior class of men required. The bounty is ordered to be paid to 
men on joining their corps and being finally approved by the 
commanaing officer. No deductions from it are permitted. 

Boys and lads enlisted by special authority, to be trained as musi- 
cians, trumpeters, buglers, or drummers, are not entitled to bounty. 

The regulated ages for recruits, according to General Order, 
dated Horse Guards, 14th January 1862, are as follows : — 

Cavalry, artillery drivers, engineers, military train, and infantry 
in India, China, Australian colonies, and St. Helena, 18 to 25 
years. 
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Artillery gunners, and infantry upon other stations, 17 to 25 

years. 
The standard heights for the various arms are thus — 
Cavalry, Life Guards, and Horse Guards, 5 ft. 10 in. to 6 ft. 
Heavy, 5 ft. 8 in. to 5 ft. 11 in. 
Medium, 6 ft. 7 in. to 5 ft. 9 in. 
Light, 5 ft. 6 in. to 5 ft. 8 in. 
Artillery, gunners, minimum 5 ft. 7 in. 

„ Do. between 1 7 and 18 years of age, minimum 

5 ft. 6 in. 
drivers, 6 ft. 4 in. to 5 ft. 6 in. 
artificers, minimum 6 ft. 6 in. 
Engineers, sappers, minimum 5 ft. 6 in. 

„ drivers, 5 ft. 4 in. to 5 ft. 6 in. 

Military Train, 6 ft. 3 in. to 6 ft. 6 in. 
Infantry, Guards, minimum 5 ft. 8^ in. 
„ - line, minimum 5 ft. 6 in. 

Recruits for the cavalry, gunners in the artillery, sappers and 
infantry of the line, from 5 ft. 6 in. to 6 ft. 8 in. in height, are re- 
quired to measure 33 inches round the chest ; from 6 ft. 8 in. to 
5 ft. 10 in. 34 inches ; and those over 5 ft. 10 in. 35 inches. 

Drivers in the artillery and engineers' train, men of the military 
train and rifle battalions, must measure 34 inches round the chest. 

Grooms, farm labourers, and others who have been accustomed 
to the care and management of horses, and although not quite 
fulfilling all the above conditions, but who, from their appear- 
ance, are likely to become good drivers in the artillery, will be. 
enlisted on special application being made to the Adjutant- 
General, through the inspecting field officers of districts, or in the 
case of a head-quarter recruit, through the Deputy Adjutant- 
General, Royal Artillery. 

The period for which men enlist is, according to the Amended 
Act of 1849, 10 years for the infantry, and 12 for the cavalry, 
artillery, engineers, and military train, the time to be in all cases 
reckoned subsequently to the date of attaining the age of 18. 

On the expiration of these periods a soldier may, if he is still 
considered fit for the service, re-engage for a further term of 1 1 
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years in the infantry, and nine in cavalry, artillery, engineers, or 
military train. When this second engagement terminates, a man 
may, if still approved, continue his engagement as long as he 
shsJl desire. When he wishes for his discharge he is to give three 
months' notice to his commanding officer. 

If the engagement of a soldier terminates when he is saving 
upon any foreign station, his term of service may be prolonged 
for any time not exceeding two years, by the authority of the 
officer commanding on such foreign station. 

Any soldier of good character is allowed to purchase his discharge 
as an indulgence. The compensation to be paid varies according 
to length of service, good conduct, &c., the maximum being SQL 
in the cavalry, 20^. in the infantry, and 121. for black soldiers. 

The rates of pension granted to men after 21 years' service 
vary according to length of service, conduct, extent of disabilities 
contracted in the service. &c,, the minimum being 8d, and the 
maximum 3*. 6d, per diem. 

For less periods of service smaller rates are allowed to be granted 
under certain circumstances. 



CONSTITUTION OF COLONIAL REGIMENTS 

AND CORPS. 



The colonial regiments and corps belonging to the regular 
army, with the exception of the Malta Fencibles, have European 
officers, who are placed upon the same footing as those of the 
cavalry, military train, and infantry, and may exchange into any 
of those branches of the service ; but the officers of the artillery 
corps cannot exchange into the Royal Regiment of Artillerv. In 
the case, however, of the Malta Fencibles, the officers of which are 
Maltese, the rank is only local, and no exchanges are permitted. 

The four West India Kegiments, the last of which was raised in 
1862, were formerly recruited exclusively from liberated Africans ; 
that is, from negroes captured in slave vessels taken to Sierra 
Leone. The slaves generally belonged to tribes different from 
those furnishing the Creole negroes. When the slave trade was 

B 
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reduced there were no longer any liberated Africans, and the regi- 
ments have since been kept up from the population of the islands 
themselves. They now consist of negroes and Creoles, in the pro- 
portion of about 60 per cent, of the former to 40 of the latter. 
There is a European seijeant to each company, these are volun- 
teers fipom other infantry regiments. In cases of reduction by 
court-martial they are not transferred to the ranks as privates, but 
are sent back to their original regiments. 

The Ceylon Bifle Regiment used formerly to be composed of 
Malays eidisted in Ceylon, but few Malays now enter the corps, 
and it consists principally of Madrassees. There are two European 
seijeant-majors. Of the remainder, 8 per cent, are Hindoos, 10 
per cent. Roman CathoUcs, and 72 per cent. Mahomedans. 

The Cape Mounted Rifles are stationed in the frontier districts 
of the Cape of Good Hope. Most of the non-commissioned 
officers are Europeans. Of the rank and file, one-sixth are 
foreigners (chiefly Germans and Swiss), and the remainder Hot- 
tentots. Natives of the Cape colony entering this corps are 
ordered to be attested as infantir, and must be between the ages 
of 16 and 18, and from 5 ffc. to 5 ft. 3 in. in height. 

The Royal Canadian Rifles and Royal Newfoundland Companies 
are kept up by volunteers from regiments of the line stationed in 
British North America. 

The St, Helena Regiment is recruited by volunteers from the 
line. After five years' service in the island, well-conducted men 
m&j be transferred to regiments at the Cape, Ceylon, or Mauritius, 
in the proportion of eight per company in each year. 

The Gold Coast Artillery Corps are garrison artillery, and are 
usually stationed on the Gambia and on the Gold Coast. The 
men are recruited on the spot. 

The Royal Malta Fendble Artillery are constituted as a local force 
of garrison artillery. They are recrmtedfrom natives on the island. 

The Falkland Island Company consists of men who volunteer 
from infantry regiments in the United Kingdom. They must 
have 16 years' service, and are entitled to return home ana to be 
discharged after six years' service in the islands. 
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CONSTITUTION OF NATIVE FORCES 
IN BRITISH INDIA. 



The establishments of native troops in all the Presidencies have 
recently undergone great modifications, and those at present ex- 
isting in Bengal and the North-Western Provinces must be con- 
sidered as still in a transition state. 

The Indian indigenous forces may be regarded as consisting of 
two principal classes, viz., regular and irregular, the latter being in 
nearly all cases cavalry. 

The regular troops have an establishment of European officers 
similar to that of a British regiment, and the men are armed, 
clothed, paid, and rationed at Government expense. The irregu- 
lars have a European stafiP, usually consisting of one or two field 
officers and an adjutant, the remainder being natives. The men 
provide their own horses, arms, clothing, and subsistence both for 
themselves and for their horses, receiving pay at the rate of about 
one shilling per diem. 

The whole of the men are raised by voluntary enlistment^ The 
regulars, after doing duty for three years, are at liberty to cease 
their engagement, and after 15 years' service become entitled to 
retire with a pension. The irregulars have to serve for 20 years 
before they can claim a retiring aUowance. 

Many of the regiments bear the designation of Sikhs, Goorkas, 
&c., but they consist of a mixture of races, as it is not now the 
practice to lorm corps composed of men of any one tribe or 
nation. 

The native infantry in Bombay numbers 30 regiments. Of 
these two are grenadiers, three light infantry, two rifles, one is a 
marine battalion, and two are Belooch regiments. 

In the Madras Presidency the cavalry regiments consist of six 
troops. They have an establishment of European officers, besides 
a non-commissioned European staff, consisting of —

Each light field battery of artillery consists of four 9-pounder 
gunci and two 24-pounder howitzers, and has an establishment of 
110 horses. 

The Madras Native Infantry consists of 44 regiments, classified 
as follows : — One regiment Trichinopoly Light Infantry ; one 
regiment Balamcottah Light Infantry; one regiment Cmcacole 
Light Infantry ; one regiment Wallahjahbad Light Infantry ; one 
regiment grenadiers ; 39 line regiments, seven of which include a 
company of rifles. 

Each regiment has an establishment of European officers similar 
to that of a British regiment, besides a non-commissioned Euro- 
pean stafp consisting of,— 

1 aeijeant-major, 
1 quartermaster-seijeant, 
1 assistant apothecary, 
1 second hospital dresser.

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CAVALRY . 

The cavalry is composed of 31 regiments, viz., two regiments of 
Life Guards, one of Royal Horse Guards Blue, seven of Dragoon 
Guards, three of Dragoons, five of Lancers, and thirteen of Hussars. 

The Life Guards and Horse Guards constitute the household 
brigade. When they do dutv together they are considered as 
forming a single corps, under the command of the senior officer. 
Their recruiting is conducted by the regiments themselves. In 
addition to the qualifications as to height, &c., every man offering 
himself for the household cavalry is usually requirea to produce a 
certificate of character and conduct from the clergyman of his 
parish, or from some other person of known respectability. Offi- 
cers commanding regiments have the privilege of discharging men 
without reference to superior authority. 

The officers of the household cavaby take rank with those of 
other regiments, but corporal-majors and corporals of the Life and 
Horse Guards have the privilege of taking rank with seijeant- 
majors and seijeants of other cavalry regiments. 

The 28 other regiments are classed into heavy, medium, and 
light cavalry, as follows : —

The 19th, 20th, and 21st Hussars were formed in 1861 from ' 
cavalry in the service of the late East India Company. 

It should be remarked that the regiments bearing the title of 
"Dragoon Guards'' do not differ in any essential respect as 

c 
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regards horses or equipment, from the regiments of dragoons, but 
they have certain distinctions in their uniform. 

There are no specific " Peace " or " War establishments " for 
cavalry regiments, but the numbers are regulated from time to 
time, according to the exigencies of the service. Regiments servin^i^ 
in the United Kingdom have eight troops, and those in India nine. 
Of these latter one troop remains at home and constitutes the depdt. 

The full colonels of cavalry regiments, as well as those of 
infantry, are never efiPective as regimental officers, but they often 
hold other military appointments. The staff present with the 
regiment, consists of a Ueutenant-colonel, a major, a paymaster, an 
adjutant, an instructor of musketry, a quartermaster, a riding 
master, a surgeon, assistant surgeon, and veterinary surgeon. The 
instructor of musketry is included in the establishment of subalterns. 

Each troop has a captain, a lieutenant, and a cornet. 

The non-commissioned regimental staff consists of a schoolmas- 
ter and ten staff-seijeants, four of the first and six of the second 
class; the first-class staff-seijeants are a regimental serjeant- 
msuor, a quartermaster-seijeant, a serjeant instructor of musketry, 
and a bandmaster. The second-class staff-serjeants consist of a 
paymaster-serjeant, armourer-serjeant, serjeant saddler, farrier 
major, hospital serjeant, and orderly room clerk. Only a few of 
the bandmasters have as yet been appointed, as they have to be 
trained at the recently instituted school of military music at 
Kneller Hall, and are posted to regiments as they are forthcoming. 
The trumpet-major is always borne upon the roll as a " trumpeter," 
The dd Hussars have a " kettle drummer " in addition. ^ 

Each troop consists of one troop serjeant-major, three seijeants, 
four corporals, one farrier (who ranks as a sergeant), one saddler, 
and 63 privates, in regiments at home, the number in India being 
two less. It may be remarked that the establishment of rank and 
file is allotted to a reffiment, and not a certain number to each 
troop as a unit ; and it includes the regimental band, consisting of 
one serjeant and 15 privates. In the household brigade the troops 
are not exactly of the same strength. 

. Lancer regunents not being armed with carbines, have no in-< 
structors of musketry. 
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Arms. 

The swords are of two patterns^ one in use by the household 
brigade (length of blade, 3 ft. 4 in., weight, 2 lbs. 8 oz.) ; the other 
the cavalry pattern sword of 1853 (length of blade, 36 in., weighty 
2 lbs. 1 oz.) The scabbards for both are of steel. It is contem- 
plated to introduce a sword two inches shorter in the blade for 
light cavalry. 

The lance, pattern 1860, is to be issued in future whenever a 
new supply is required. Its length is 9 ft. 3 in., and its weighty 
4 lbs. 4 oz. 

The carbine is that termed " India pattern, 1856." It is rifled, 
and has a bore of 0*577 inches. The barrel is 21 inches in length. 
Both Westley Richards' and Terry's breech-loading arms have 
been lately introduced as an experiment. The carbine carried by 
the Cape Mounted Rifles is a Lancaster's double-barrelled rifle, 
but its bore is not oval. 

The cavalry pistol, pattern 1856, is also rifled, and has a barrel 
10 inches long. 

The ammunition for the cavalry is identical with that for the 
Enfield infantry rifle musket, except that the cartridges contain 
onh" two drams of powder. 

The several classes of cavalry are armed as follows :— 

Life and Horse Guards. — Regimental and troop staff-corporals, 
trumpeters, farriers, and musicians :— sword, household brigade 
pattern, and one pistol carried in holster. Other ranks : — sword 
and carbine. 

Dragoon Guards, Dragoons, and Hussars. — Regimental staff- 
Serjeants, troop seijeant-majors, trumpeters, farriers and musi- 
cians : — sword, pattern 1853, and one pistol in holster. Other 
ranks : — sword, pattern 1 853, and carbine. 

Lancers. — Regimental staff-serjeants, troop seijeant-majors, 
trumpeters, farriers, and musicians : — sword, pattern 1853, and 
one pistol in holster, Other ranks : — sword, lance, and one pistol 
in holster. 

The farriers of all classes of cavalry carry axes, with caps and 
slings. 

Accoutrements, Appointments, and Uniform. 

All cavalnr belts are of white buff. The sword is worn on a 
waistbelt with slings. 

c 2 
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The pouch, holding 20 rounds, as also the carbine swivel, are 
carried upon a shoulaer belt. 

All ranks of hussars, and officers and non-commissioned officers of 
dragoon guards, dragoons, and lancers have a sabretash and slings. 

'Hie cuirass of polished steel, with brass mountings, is worn by 
the household brigade only. Their other appointments and cloth- 
ing in full dress, include a helmet of polished steel, white leather 
pantaloons, and jacked boots. 

The Life Guards wear a scarlet tunic, and their helmets have a 
wlute plume. The tunic of the Horse Guards is dark blue, and 
the plume red. The farriers of the Life Guards have blue tunics 
and a black plume. 

The seven regiments of Dragoon Guards have brass helmets, 
with horsehair plume. The 1st and 6th Dragoons have helmets 
of white metal of the same pattern. The plumes are red, white, 
black, or combinations of these colours, to distinguish the difiPerent 
regiments. The 2d Dragoons wear a bear-skin cap and white 
hackle feather. 

Lancers wear a cap with black patent leather skuU and square 
top of cloth or leather. 

Hussars have a busby of black seal skin, with plume and bag. 

The tunic of the Dragoon Guards and Dragoons, with the 
exception of the 6th Dragoon Guards, which is blue, and the 
jackets of the 16th Lancers, are scarlet. Other lancer regiments 
nave blue jackets, and hussars have blue tunics. 

The overalls of the cavalry are dark blue, with the exception of 
those of the 11th Hussars, which are crimson. 

The bands of the cavalry have a dress of the same colour as 
worn by the respective regiments. Trumpeters and musicians of 
the houseiiold brigade have a coat and a cap of jockey pattern, 
for state occasions. Both are of blue velvet, and the coat is richly 
laced with gold, costing from 80 to 100 guineas. 

CloaJc, — 1st Life Guards, red, with blue cape ; 2d Life Guards^ 
scarlet, with blue cape ; Horse Guards, blue, with scarlet collar ; 
the rest of the cavalry wear blue cloaks, with collars of same 
colour as the facings of the regiment. Royal regiments have 
scarlet collars. 

Horses. 

The establishment of horses is usually kept up by purchoaes 

ade from dealers at the head-quarters of the several regiments. 
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By circular No. 55, dated War Office, 24th February 1857, it is 
provided that four-vear-old horses may be purchased at prices not 
exceeding 361, for the artillery and 30^. for the cayahy. Three- 
year-old horses are only to be bought in exceptional oases, and 
with the authority of the Adjutant-General. The prices to be paid 
for them are to be 30/. for the artillery and 261, for the cavalry. 

The average height of cavalry horses is 15 hands 2 inches. 

Officers are required to provide their own horses. 

By circular memorandum, dated Horse Guards, 24th December 
1860 and 24th April 1862, it is provided that when a comet joins 
a regiment, the dealer shall be required to provide two horses of a 
superior class to those usually supplied for remounts, the price 
of 50/. each, being chargeable to the officer ; and also that any 
officer under the rank of field officer may at any time select a 
horse from the ranks, not previously told o£P for a non-commis- 
sioned officer, on payment of 50/. to the paymaster, who is, how- 
ever, to credit the public with 30/. only, the difference being 
applied to the purchase of remount horses of a superior class for 
officers. Any norses thus purchased cannot be sola or disposed of 
by officers, though they are permitted to return them to the ranks.

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ARTILLERY. 



Prior to 1859 the roval artillery consisted of a horse brigade of 
1 1)atteries, and 14 battalions, besides a riding establishment^ 
&c. Each battalion included 8 companies, which did duty as 
field or garrison artillery as circumstances might require, the 
men being termed "gunners and drivers." In 1859, however, a 
reorganization took place, and while still retaining the title of 
'* The Royal Regiment of Artillery," it is organized into 30 
brigades, of which 6 are horse artillery, 9 field artillery, 12 ffarrison 
or siege artillery, and 4 garrison and field artillery mixed. The 
last ten, together with four out of the five horse brigades have 
only recently been created from the artillery that was in the ser- 
vice of the late East India Company. There are, in addition, a 
dep6t brigade, a coast brigade, riding establishment, &c. The 
general staff consists of an inspector-general, a deputy-adjutant- 
general, an assistant adjutant-general, and a deputy assistant- 
adjutant-general. The number of batteries in each brigade is 
from 5 to 10, but most brigades have eight, the staff of a 
brigade consists of 11 officers and 6 or 7 non-commissioned 
officers, exclusive of the riding-master and veterinary surgeons 
of the horse and field artillery. 

llie organization into brigades is to be considered as adminis- 
trative, and not tactical, as the battery is always the unit of this 
arm of the service. When two or more batteries are serving to- 
gether, they are usually commanded by one of the lieutenant* 
colonels of the brigade. 

Batteries of horse artillery have all non-commissioned officers 
and men mounted, either upon horses or upon the limbers and 
ammunition wagons, in order to enable them to keep pace with 
cavalry, that being the arm of the service to which they are 
usually attached in the field. A battery of horse artillery is 
allowed 60 riding horses and 20 spare drivers more than a battery 
of field artillery. 

In the case of field artillery, only some of the non-commis- 
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sioned officers and artificers and the trumpeters, are mounted, but 
the remainder of the men might be carried upon the limbers 
and wagons, if any emergency rendered a rapid movement for a 
short distance necessary. 

At present the men of the horse and field brigades are distin- 
guished into gunnners, drivers, and artificers ; the capacity in 
which they are employed being determined by their size, previous 
occupations, and general aptitude. 

The coast brigade consists of non-commissioned officers and 
men selected on account of ffood conduct and long service. They 
usually do duty in small detachments at the various forts and 
battenes in the united kingdom. Small stations where there is no 
officer of artillery are generally in the charge of a master-gunner. 
These latter are on the footing of warrant officers. 

Equipment of Field Batteries. 

The number of pieces of ordnance in batteries of horse and field 
artillery is invariably six. For the horse artillery service the 
p.pounder Armstrong gun is. used: weight, 6 cwt.; length, 62 
inches ; calibre, 3 indies ; number of grooves, 38, spiral, I turn 
in 38 calibres. The field artillery are equipped with the 12- 
poimder Armstrong gun; weight 8i cwt., length, 93 inches; 
calibre, 3 inches. 

Batteries armed with smooth-bore guns consist of 4 guns and 
2 howitzers; the pieces being made of brass, or more strictly 
speaking, gun-metal. 

There are also " batteries of position.'^ These consist of four 
40-pounder Armstrong guns, and are intended to defend important 
strategical points in the operations of a campaign. Those sent to 
the Crimea in 1855 were armed with four iron 18-pounder guns, 
or four 32-pounder brass howitzers. 

For service in localities where the nature of the country and 
state of the communications do not permit of the transport of 
ordinary artillery, batteries used formerly to be armed with the 
3-pounaer brass gun, the carriages, ammunition-boxes, &c., being 
arranged so as to be carried on mules or camels. The 6-pounder 
Armstrong, 68 inches long, and weighing 3*3 cwt. will be used in 
Aituie for this service. 
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The gun carriages^ ammunition forge and store wagons, 
harness, and materiel generally, are of the same pattern for horse 
and field artillery. 

Arms. 

The arms in use hy the royal artillery are as follows : — 

Artillery carhine, pattern 1853 ; weight 6 lb. 7 oz, ; length, 
39} in., complete with sword bayonet, weight, 8 lb. 3Joz. ; length, 
63 in., length of barrel, 2 ft. ; diameter of bore, '577 in.; 3 
rifling groves, spiral, 1 turn in 78 in. 

Ammunition same as for Enfield rifle, except that the quantity 
of powder is 2 drams. 

The several classes of artillery are armed and accoutred as 
follows : — 

Hotse Artillery,' — ^All ranks : — sword, light cavalry pattern of 
1863 (see p. 36), sword knot, waistbelt with slings. 

Field Artillery, — StafiP-serjeants and mounted non-commissioned 
officers and men : — same as horse artillery. Drivers, and dis- 
mounted non-commissioned officers and men : — sword bayonet 
with steel scabbard, waistbelt, and sliding firog. 

Twelve carbines without sword bayonets are carried with each 
battery of horse and 24 with each battery of field artillery. 

Garrison Artillery, — Staff-seijeants : — sword, sword knot, waist- 
belt with sliding &og ; Trumpeters, sword bayonet with steel 
scabbard, waistbelt, and sliding frog, trumpet and bugle. 

Other ranks: — Carbine, sword bayonet and steel scabbard, 
waistbelt, with sliding frog. Pouch, holding 20 rounds, carried 
on shoulder belt. 

The accoutrements are of white enamelled leather for staff 
seijeants and white buff leather for other ranks. 

Uniform, — ^The uniform for the whole of the artillery is dark 
blue \|ith red facings. The horse brigade wear a jacket and the 
others a tunic. The head dress consists of a black busby and 
plume. Three kinds of cloaks and great coats are worn by the 
artillery, viz., the cloak which is issued to the horse artillery and 
mounted non-commissioned officers and gunners of the field 
artillery^ the driver's coat worn by all drivers, and the great coat 
worn by dismounted non-conunissioned officers and men of the 
fidd and garrison brigades.

The number of officers' horses can only be regarded as approximate, being 
calculated fh)m the number that they are entitled to draw forage for according 
to the regulations.

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E NGINEERS . 

Prior to 185/ the name ** Royal Engineers " was applied only 
to the officers of the corps^ and the non-commissioned officers and 
privates were designated " Royal Sappers and Miners." Since that 
time the term Royal Engineers has been applied to the whole 
corps; the privates, however, are now borne upon the rolls as 
" Sappers/' and the word " Miner " is no longer used. 

The corps comprises an establishment of officers and 40 com- 

Sanies, besides a troop of train. The general staff consists of a 
eputy-a^utant-general and an assistant-adjutant-general. 

llie officers are distributed into eight battalions, seven addi- 
tional battalions have recently been formed out of the engineer 
department in the service of the late East India Company. 

It may perhaps be remarked that the organization into battalions 
can be viewed as little more than a nominal arrangement, as 
the company is the tactical unit of this branch of the service, and 
in general administration, promotion, &c., the Royal Engineers 
are regarded as forming a single corps or regiment. 

Four of the companies are employed upon the Ordnance Survey 
of Great Britain, 6 form a depot at Chatham, and the remaining 
30 are distributed at various stations at home and abroad, and 
are employed in constructing and keeping up fortifications and 
other mihtary buildings. Upon those stations at home and 
abroad where there are no companies or detachments of engineers, 
the military works are carried on under the direction of the officers, 
either by contract or by hired labour, and there is generally a small 
staff of civil employees. 

The sappers and miners of the East India Company Engineers 
were all natives, and are inserted in the list of native troops at 
page 25. 

According to the present regulations, a company upon the war 
establidiment would include one officer and 20 sappers more than 
in time of peace. 

Sappers are enlisted from the age of 18 to 25 years ; height 5 ft. 
Gin. and upwards; chest measurement the same as for gunners of 
the Royal Artillery. They must be men of good character, and 
able to read and write, and must have been brought up to, or 
served their apprenticeship as carpenters and joiners, cabinet 
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makers, stonecutters, builders, bricklayers, blacksmiths, mill- 
wrights, wheelers, coopers, painters and glaziers, or plimibers. 
Engine-fitters are not to be enlisted as blacksmiths. Jobbing 
smiths or farriers are not to be enlisted unless they are capable of 
working at a forge. 

The utmost care is exercised in the enhstment of tradesmen. 
None but good artificers are taken, and their qualifications are 
ascertained by actual trial in the trades to which they profess to 
have been brought up ; or if this be impracticable, such testi- 
monial is to be obtained firom their late employers as will fully 
satisfy the officer of their skiU and acquirements. ' 

Men of other tradesj required only in limited numbers, such as 
miners, shoemakers, printers, collar and harness makersr clerks, 
surveyors, draftsmen, photographers, engineers, architects or 
tailorSj are only enlisted on special application being macte to 
the Adjutant-General. 

Drivers are enlisted from the age of 18 to 25 years. Height 5 ft. 
4 in. Size round chest, 34 in. and upwards. Men accustomed to 
the care and management of horses are preferred to others; 
special application, however, must be made to the Adjutant-General 
before any men are enlisted for drivers, there being but one troop 
in the Engineers, and consequently but few vacancies. 

All men who are enlisted are immediately sent to Chatham to 
go through a course of training, and instruction in the special 
duties connected with military engineering. 

The various trades are represented in the following proportions 
among the 80 sappers composing a company :— 

Carpenters - - 21 Coopers - - 1 

Masons - - 17 Painters - - 6 

Bricklayers - - 10 Tailors - - 3 

Smiths . - 6 Collar makers - 2 

Wheelers - - 2 Miners - - »12 

The proportion of trades among the non-commissioned officers 
depends upon the requirements of the several stations. 

Second corporals rank as corporals of cavalry, military train, or 
infantry. Corporals doing duty with those arms take precedence 
according to the date of their appointments as second^corponds. 
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Arms and Accoutrements. — Non-commissioned officers and men 
of the corps are armed with the Lancaster rifle and sword bayonet. 
The weight of the rifle and bayonet is 9 lbs. 12 oz. Length of 
rifle, 3 ft. 11 in. ; ditto with sword bayonet fixed, 5 ft. 11 in. The 
bore is oval ; maior axis * 593 in., minor axis at muzzle * 577 * The 
ammunition is identical with that issued for the infantry Enfield 
rifle. 

The scabbard of the sword bayonet is of black leather, and is 
carried in a frog sUding on a waistbelt. The pouch, containing 
20 rounds of ball cartridge, is attached to a shoulder belt. The 
accoutrements are of white buff leather. 

Uniform. — ^The uniform of the Royal Engineers consists of a red 
tunic with blue facings, and trowsers of Oxford mixture with red 
stripes. The head dress is a fur busby of black seal skin with 
white plume and blue bag. 

Officers, when not doing duty with companies of engineers, 
wear a uniform similar to that of the General Staff. Their sword 
has a brass hilt, and the scabbard is of brass for field officers, and 
of steel for those of other ranks.

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The Military Train is organized into six battalions. The staff 
consists of a colonel commanding, two brigade majors, and an 
instructor of musketry. 

Each battalion is commanded by a lieutenant-'Colonel or major, 
and is divided into four troops. The commissioned and non- 
commissioned staff is similar to that of a cavalry regiment, except 
that there are only three riding masters to the six battalions, and 
there are no serjeant-instructors of musketry or bandmasters, but 
there is an establishment of artificers. 

Each battalion is provided with the following wagons and 
other materiel : — 

24 general service wagons, drawn by four horses each. 

2 ambulance wagons, „ „ 

4 forage carts, drawn by two horses each. 

4 pack saddles. 

1 cacolet. 

1 litter. 
One chest of armourer's tools and materials for the repair of 
small arms is furnished to every battalion, and each of the four 
troops is provided with a complete set of tools and materials for 
repairs for collar makers, farriers, smiths, and wheelers. 

The wagons at present in use were introduced into the service 
in 1858, and carry 16 cwts. A new pattern six-horse wagon, 
capable of carrying 30 cwts., has been approved, but is not yet 
introduced into the service. 

Arms and Accoutrements. 

Staff seijeants, trumpeters, and artificers : sword and steel 
scabbard, light cavalry pattern, waistbelt with sword carriages. 

Rank and file : Artillery pattern carbine with sword bayonet, 
waistbelt and sliding frog, shoulder-belt with pouch carrying 20 
rounds. 

The trumpet-miyor and trumpeters jcany. a trumpet and a bugle 
each. 

The accoutrements are made of brown leather. 
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Uniform. 

Chaco of black cloth, with black horse-hair plume ; tunic, dark 
blue with white facings ; trousers, dark blue with white stripe. 
The cloak is blue, with white collar. 

Horses. 

The commanding officer and battalion staff, with the exception 
of the quartermaster, are required to find their own horses and 
saddlery, but they are permitted to receive troop horses from the 
ranks, under the same conditions as officers of cavalry regiments, 
as specified in Circular Mems. No. 99, 24th December I860, and 
200, 24th April 1862. (See page 37.) 

Horses and saddlery for the remainder of the officers are pro- 
vided by the public. 

The minimum standard height for horses of the Military Trtdn 
is 15 hands.

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The infantry force of the anny includes three regiments of 
Guards^ ] 09 of the line, and the rifle brigade, besides nine colonial 
regiments and corps. 

The three regiments of Guards comprise seven battalions, and 
form a brigade under the command of a major-general. Any of 
the regiments, or portions of them, when doing duty together, 
unmixed with other troops, are considered as forming a single 
coips under the command of the senior officer. 

The officers of the Guards have the privilege of taking rank 
above those holding corresponding commissions in other arms of 
the service. Thus, a captain in the Guards ranks as a heutenant- 
colonel, a lieutenant as captain, and an ensign as lieutenant. The 
non-commissioned officers, however, have no precedence over those 
of other corps. 

The Infantry of the Line numbers 109 regiments, besides the rifle 
brigade. The last nine regiments on the list have been organized 
from troops lately in the service of the East India Company. 
83 of the regiments consist of a single battalion, 25 have two, 
the 60th and the rifle brigade four each; the total number of 
battalions being 141. Of these, eight are Rifles and eight High- 
landers. The nine regiments that have the honorarv title of 
" Light Infantry/' and also the Ave distinguished as " Fusihers," 
do not differ in any essential particular, as regards training or 
equipment, from the rest of the line. The light infantry, how- 
ever, do not use drums, and there are some slight distinctions in 
the imiforms and regimental badges. 

According to the estimates of 1862-3, every battalion of infantry 
of the line at home and in the colonies, has a normal strength of 
900 rank and file ; those in India have 50 additional. 

It may be remarked that there is no specific " peace " or " war 
establishment" for battaUons, but their strength is regulated 
from time to time by the authority of the Secretary of State for. 
War, according to the requirements of different stations, the nature 
of their duties, and the general exigencies of the service. In 1855 
those serving in the Crimea consisted of no less than 2,000 rank 

E 2 
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and 'file, divided into 12 service companies, four reserve com- 
panies, and four dep6t companies. 

In fixing the establishment of a battalion the following prin- 
ciples are generally observed : — 

Officers, — ^The regimental staff consists of one lieutenant-colonel, 
two majors, an adjutant, an instructor of musketry, a paymaster, 
quartermaster, surgeon, and one or two assistant surgeons. A 
captain and two subaltern officers are allowed to each company ; 
one of the latter, however, holds the appointment of instructor of 
musketry on the battalion staff. 

Non-commissioned officers and men. — ^The staff comprises a 
schoolmaster, four first-class Serjeants, viz., seijeant major, quarter- 
master Serjeant, Serjeant instructor of musketry, and bandmaster ; 
and four second-class staff seijeants, viz., a paymaster Serjeant, 
armourer seijeant, hospital Serjeant, and orderly room clerk. The 
drum or bugle major is borne upon the rolls as a *' drummer '' or 
bugler. By the circular memorandum, dated Horse Guards 11th 
March 1862, it is provided that a seijeant master tailor is to be 
enlisted specially as such ; he is to have the rank and pay of a 
Beneant, and may be reduced for misconduct. 

Neither schoolmasters, bandmasters, nor armourer Serjeants can 
be reduced to the ranks by sentence of court-martial, as they are 
each enlisted to perform only the special duties of their calling. 

In the establishment of a company, one corporal is included in 
every 20 rank and file ; to this number one seijeant is added. One 
of the seijeants is a colour-seijeant, and there is one drummer and 
one bugler and fifer, except in the case of light infantry and rifle 
battalions, which have two buglers in each company instead. 

The establishment of a batttJion as thus constituted, includes the 
seijeant master tailor, authorized to be borne upon the rolls by the 
Circular Memorandum, dated Horse Guards, 11th March 1862, and 
the regulated strength of the band, consisting of one seijeant, 
one corporal and 19 privates, besides a corporal of pioneers, and 
a pioneer per company. 

The organization of the Guards differs in some respects from the 

foregoing. Each of the three regiments has a regimental staff, 

consisting of a colonel, a lieutenant-colonel, and a solicitor. The 

^1 is not effective as a regimental officer. There is one major 
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only to each battalion ; and they have no paymaster or paymaster- 
selrjeant, the duties of these latter being performed by the regi- 
mental agents. There are also no hospital seijeants. 

The Scots Fusilier Guards and Highland regiments have a pipe 
major and six pipers in addition to their drummers and musicians.'*' 

Battalions of the line are generally divided into 10 service and 
two dep6t companies. Six to eight such depots are united together 
to form a depdt battalion, which has a separate staff of commis- 
sioned and non-commissioned officers. The number of these dep6t 
battaUons is 23. 

The Guards have no dep6ts. In the event of any of the bat- 
talions proceeding on foreign service, those stationed at home act 
as dep6ts for them, enlisting and training recruits, and furnishing 
any reinforcements required. 

Arms and Accoutrements. 

Two patterns of Fire- Arms are now in use for the infantry. 
These are, — 

The Enfield rifle musket, pattern 1853 ; weight with bayonet, 
10 lbs. 8 ozs., length 72i in., barrel 39 in. long, diameter of bore 
•577 in., three rifled progressive grooves, spiral, one turn in 78 in. 

The short rifle musket, pattern 1860 ; weight with sword bayonet, 
9 lbs. 12 oz., length 71i in., barrel 33 in. long, bore '5775 five 
rifled progressive grooves. 

The arms in use in some regiments are of rather older pattern^ 
but the differences are very slight. 

Ammunition. — Cartridge containing an elongated ball with 
boxwood plug, weight 530 grs., diameter '55 in., charge of powder 
2J drs., E.R. (Enfield rifle). The cartridges are made up in 
packets of 10 each. Weight of 60 rounds with the regulation 
proportion of 90 caps for service, 6 lbs. 9 oz. 

Swords are of various patterns, as follows : — 

Line pattern for staff seijeants, with leather scabbard, hilt and 
mountings brass gilt, weight without scabbard, 2 lbs., length of 
blade 2 ft. 8 in. 



• The 25th, 26th, and 91st are permitted to have three pipers pfer battalion, 
but their establisluucuts are the same as other battalions of the hne. 
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Line pattern for drummers, leather scabbard, hilt and mount- 
ings brass, weight without scabbard 1 lb. 14^ oz., length of blade^ 
19 in. 

Pioneers', with saw back, leather scabbard, hilt and mountings 
brass, weight 2 lb. 4 oz., length of blade 22i in. 

Pattern for rifle regiments, staff seijeants', same as that for the 
line, except that the hilt and mountings are steel. 

Pattern for buglers of rifle regiments, same as line pattern for 
dnunmers, but hUt and moimtings steel. 

Claymore for staff Serjeants of Highland regiments wearing the 
kilt, leather scabbard, hilt and mountings steel, weight, 21bs.4 oz. 
lexigth of blade, 29^ in. 

Claymore for staff seijeants of Highland regiments wearing the 
trews, similar to above, weight 2 lbs. 12 oz., length of blade 
32J in. 

Claymore for pipers and musicians, leather scabbard, steel hilt 
and mountings, weight 2 lbs 15 oz., length of blade 29^ in. 

Non-commissioned officers and privates are armed and accoutred 
in the following manner : — 

Line, — Staff sergeants, bandmaster, and drum mijor. — Sword, 
sword knot, waistbelt, with sword carriages and gilt union locket. 

Sergeants. — Short rifle musket with sword bayonet; waistbelt 
with sliding frog and union locket of gilding metal; pouch 
holding 20 rounds, and small pouch for percussion caps carried on 
shoulder belt ; ball bag for 10 rounds on waistbelt. Sergeants of 
" light infantry " have a whistle and chain attached to the 
shoulder belt. 

Rank and file. — Rifle musket and bayonet; waist belt, with 
sliding frog and brass union locket : pouch holding 50 rounds^ 
and small pouch for percussion caps on shoulder belt; ball bag 
for 10 rounds on waist belt. 

Drummers, buglers, fifers, and musicians. — Sword, waistbelt 
with sliding frog and brass union locket. Drummers have a leg 
apron, and carry a side-drum on a belt or " carriage." Buglers 
and fifers have each a bugle and strings, besides a flute or piccolo 
with case. 
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Pioneers. — Sword with saw back ; waistbelt with sliding frog, 
shifting loop and brass union locket. The pioneers' tools are 
carried or slung in black leather cases or covers. 

Hospital orderlies are not armed. 

Guards, — Staff Serjeants, bandmaater, and drum nuyor. — Same 
as line. 

Seijeants and rank and file. — Same as line, but they do not 
carry a ball bag, and their pouches hold 30 and 60 rounds re- 
spectively, instead of 20 and 50. 

Other ranks. — Same as liiie, but the union locket of the 
musicians' belt is gilt. The pipers of the Scots Fusiliers carry 
a claymore on a black shoulder belt. 

Highland Regiments wearing the Kilt, — Staff seijeants, band- 
master, drum major, drummers, buglers, and musicians. — Clay- 
more and buff shoulder belt with fixed frog. 

Pipe major and pipers. — Claymore, and black japanned leather 
shoulder belt, with fixed frog. 

Other ranks. — Same as line. 

In the Highland regiments wearing the trews, the staff seijeants, 
drum major, and bandmaster carry their claymores on a buff 
waist belt with sword carriages and gilt furniture. 

The belts, ball bags, and pouches for percussion caps of the 
Guards, Hne, and highlanders, are of white buff leather, unless 
stated to the contrary. The pouch is of black leather. 

Rifles, — Staff seijeants, bandmastfi", and bugle major. — Sword ; 
waistbelt with sword carriages and snake hook, furniture silver 
plated. 

Seijeants, and rank and file.— Short rifle musket with sword 
bayonet; waistbelt with snake hook and sliding firog; pouch 
holding 50 rounds, and small pouch for percussion caps on shoulder 
belt ; ball bag on waistbelt. The seijeants have a whistle and 
chain attached to the shoulder belt. 

Buglers and musicians. — Sword; waistbelt with snake hook 
and sUding frog. 

Pioneers. — Sword with saw back ; waistbelt with snake hook^ 
sliding frog and shifting loop. 

The belts and accoutrements of rifle regiments are a«ll of black 
leather. 
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Uniform. 

Guards. — ^The full uniform consists of sinprle breasted scarlet 
tunic, black trousers with scarlet welt, and black bearskin cap. 
The Grenadier regiment wear a white plume, and the Coldstreams 
a red one in their cap ; Scots Fusiliers have no plume or feather. 

Ldne. — ^The uniform consists of single breasted red tunic, black 
trousers with scarlet welt in winter, and dark blue trousers in 
summer. The chaco is of dark blue cloth, with red and white 
ball tuft. 

Rifles. — ^The tunic and trousers are of rifle green cloth. The 
chaco is similar to that of the line. 

Liffht infantry same as line, but the chaco is surmounted by a 
green horsehair plume instead of the ball tuft. Serjeants have a 
whistle and chain attached to the pouch belt. 

Fusiliers same as line, but a white horsehair plume replaces the 
ball tuft, excepting in the 6th Fusiliers, where it is red and white. 

The Highland regiments are eight in number. Five of these, 
viz., the 42d, 78th, 79th, 92d and 93d wear the kilt; and three, 
viz., the 71st, 72d and 74th the trews. The kilted regiments and 
the 72d wear a bonnet of black ostrich feathers with skull of tartan 
plaid, and white or red vulture feather. The 71st and 74th have 
a cap of special pattern. 

The coat or jacket is of the same cloth as is worn by the line 
regiments. The remainder of the uniform is according to esta- 
bhshed highland pattern, and in the kilted regiments includes 
kilt, purse, tartan hose with garters and rosettes, gaiters and shoes, 
with buckles of white metal. 

The plaid cloth of which the kilts and trews are made, is of 
special pattern and colours for each regiment. 

Crimson sashes are worn by staff seijeants and Serjeants of 
infantry ; the material being silk for the former, and worsted for 
the latter. 

The bands of infantry have white tunics with the regimental 

facings, excepting in corps ha^dng white or buff -facings, when the 

facings of the band tunics are scarlet. In the case of rifle c6rps 

however, the tunics are green. 

'^he great coat worn by the whole of the infantry is of grey cloth. 
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Horses. 

The field officers and adjutants of regiments of infantry are 
required to be mounted upon suitable charters when on duty. 
Brevet field officers, when doing duty as field officers in camp or 
garrison, are also to be mounted. 

Officers are in all cases required to provide their own horses. 

The following Table shows the maximum number of horses for 
which forage is allowed to be drawn.

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COMMISSARIAT DEPARTMENT." 



The Commissariat Department consists of an establishment of 
officers and a staff corps, the whole bein/^ under the direction of 
the commissary-general-in-chief. 

The fixed establishment of of&cers consists of three commissaries 
general, 15 depuly commissaries general, 60 assistant commissaries 
general, and 120 aeputy assistant commissaries general. Total 198. 

AU first appointments to the commissariat are made frotai 
subalterns of the army of not less than two years' service, and 
imder 25 years of age. They have to serve for six months on 
probation, as acting deputy assistant commissaries general. In 
case a sufficient number of ehgible volunteers from the army do 
not come forward, civilians between the ages of 18 and 25 are 
eligible, but they have to serve a probationary period of at loast 
twovears, as acting deputy assistant commissaries general. 

The officers of the conunissariat have no military command out 
of their own department, but they take rank as regards choice of 
quarters, and sit as members of courts-martial or boards, according 
to the dates of their commissions, as foUows : — 

Commissary-general, as mMor-general. 

Deputy commissary-general of five years' service, as colonel. 
„ „ „ under Rye years' service, as lieute- 

nant-colonel. 

Assistant commissary-general, as major. 

Deputy assistant commissary-general, as captain. 

Acting deputy assistant commissaries general, though not com- 
missioned as such, have the relative rank of lieutenants. 

The full uniform of the officers of the commissariat, consists of a 
blue tunic with dark blue velvet facings, and blue trowsers with 
gold lace stripes; head dress, a cocked hat and blue plimie; 
swords the same as for in&ntiy officers, with brass scabbard for 
officers ranking as field officers, and of steel for others ; bdt of 
pale Russia leather.

84 COMMISSARIAT DEPARTMENT. 

The Commissariat Staff Corps ib superintended by a commissariat 
ofircer who acts as general staJOP officer to the corps. Its ranks are 
filled by men who volunteer from the other branches of the 
service. Non-commissioned officers and men desirous of being 
transferred to it, must bear a good character, and have served not 
less than two years. They are also required to be able to read, and 
write a fair legible hand, and to have an acquaintance with the 
first four rules of arithmetic. 

Volunteers are in the first instance received on probation for a 
period not exceeding three months, at the expiration of which 
they are either permanently accepted or returned to their former 
regiment or corps ; if accepted their names are still retained on 
the rolls of their former regiments as supernumeraries, in order 
that they may be sent back in cases of unfitness or misconduct. 

Men entenng the corps on probation in the United Kingdom, 
are sent to Aldershot for special instruction in commissariat duties. 
They are most frequently trained as butchers or bakers, but the 
corps comprises men of a variety of trades. 

The establishment of non-commissioned officers and privates of 
the commissariat stafip corps is as follows : —

8 1st class clerks or storekeepers, with rank of 

seijeant-majors.

The corps at present consists of five companies ; three of these 
lure stationed at Aldershot, one at the Curragh Camp, and one is

detached in Canada. There are small detachments not organised 
into companies in China and New Zealand, and a few non-com- 
missioned officers and men employed as subordinates on other 
foreign stations. 

Each company is commanded by a deputy assistant commissary- 
general, and consists of the following detail of non-commissioned 
officers and privates :—

2 buglers. 
80 privates. 

The foregoing numbers are, however, occasionally varied accord- 
ing to the requirements of the service. 

The subordinate appointments in the Commissariat Department 
at home and abroad hitherto held by civilians, are ordered to be 
filled, when practicable, by non-commissioned officers and men of 
the corps selected as being properly qualified. These appoint- 
ments are as follows, and are considered as the staff appointments 
of the Commissariat Corps : — 

1st class clerk or storekeeper, with the rank of serjeant-msgor.

drd class clerk or assistant storekeeper, with the rank of 2nd 
class staff seneant. 

Issuer, with the rank of corporal. 

Arms and Accoutrements. — Serjeant-major and staff: — Sword, 
same pattern as staff seijeant of artillery; waistbelt and slings 
of brown leather. 

Serjeants, rank and ffie : — Artillery carbine with sword bayonet, 
brown leather sling ; waistbelt of brown leather with sliding frog 
for sword bayonet scabbard ; a ball bag of brown leather contain- 
ing cap pocket and zinc oil bottle, and holding 20 rounds of 
ammunition, on the waistbelt. 

Buglers : — Sword bayonet with waistbelt and frog of brown 
leather.

Uniform, — Dark blue tumc with facings of blue velvet, dark 
blue Irousers with red stripe, dark cbaco and tuft.

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MEDIC AL DEPAR TMENT. 

The personnel of the Medical Department consists of an esta- 
blishment of officers, and the Army Hospital Corps. 
Officers, — The establishment of officers is as follows : —

7 inspectors-general. 
25 deputy inspectors-general. 
19 sti^ sm'geon majors. 
61 staff surgeons. 
181 staff assistant surgeons. 
6 apothecaries. 

Total - 300 



Officers of the Medical Department take rank as follows : — 
Inspector-general as brigadier-general : with an army in the 

field or after three years' service as major-general. 
Deputy inspector-general as lieutenant-colonel : after five 

years' service as colonel. 
Surgeon-major as lieutenant-colonel, but junior of the rank. 
Staff or regimental surgeon as major. 

Staff or regimental assistant-surgeon as lieutenant : after six 

years' full pay service as captain. 

There are also 22 dispensers of medicines employed. The 

staff surgeons and assistant surgeons are usually employed at the 

general and garrison hospitals at home and abroad ; they hold the 

same rank as regimental medical officers. 

The uniform is a scarlet tunic with black velvet feunngs, and 
blue trousers with gold lace stripes ; head dress, a cocked hat and 
black plume. 

Army Hospital Corps. — ^The ranks of the Army Hospital Corps 
are filled up by soldiers volunteering from other branches of the 
service. 

Every candidate must be of good character, and able to read 
and write. Volunteers are at first received on probation for three 
months ; if accepted at the end of that time, they are still retained 
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on the rolls of their former corps, to which they are liable to be 
sent back at any time, for misconduct or unfitness for their duties. 

Men who are not soldiers may be admitted into the Army 
Hospital Corps by special authority of the Secretary of State for 
War. 

The men composing the corps are classified into two distinct 
branches, one attached to the medical and the other to the 
purveyor's department ; all men entering are at liberty to choose 
which branch they will serve in. 

The ranks are — 

Serjeant-major. 
1st class Serjeant. 
2nd class Serjeant. 
Private. 

In the medical branch the men are employed in the care" of the 
sick and wounded, carrying out the directions of the medical 
officers with respect to diet and treatment, besides administering 
the medicines that are ordered. Seijeants when duly qualified 
may be employed in compounding and dispensing medicines. 

In the purveyor's branch the duties are to act as stewards, 
cooks, bakers, and washermen, and to take charge of all hospital 
stores, clothing, bedding, and utensils. 

The uniform is dark blue with grey facings. 

Seneant-majors and seijeants cany a line pattern staff Serjeant's 
Bword, with a brown leather waistbelt and sword carriages. 

Privates are armed with a drummer's sword, worn on a brown 
leather waistbelt and sliding frog.

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PURVEYORS' DEPARTMENT. 



' The Purveyors' Department is charged with the subsistence of 

the sick, the equipment of the hospitals, and the supply of all 

medical comforts, both at home and abroad. 

The estabhshment of officers and clerks is as follows : —

The purveyor-in-chief has the relative rank of lieutenant-colonel, 
and after five years' service, as colonel ; principal purveyors rank 
as mcgors, purveyors as captains, deputy purveyors as lieutenants, 
and clerks as ensigns. 

Uniform and appointments similar to that of officers of the 
Medical Department of corresponding rank, except that the tunic 
is blue and the facings and edgings are of grey cloth. The feather 
is straight, and they wear no pouch or belt. 
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STORE DEPARTMENT. 



The Military Store Department consists of an establishment of 
officers and clerks, the latter being selected from the pensioners 
of the army.

The whole department is placed in charge of the director of 
stores. Officers of the department have relative rank as follows :—

Deputy superintendant of stores - - Major. 

Assistant superintendant of stores - - Captain. 

Deputy assistant superintendant of stores - Lieutenant. 
First-class clerks rank as serjeant-majors, and second and third 
class clerks as seijeants. 

The Store Department is charged with the care and custody of 
warlike stores and military matmel of every description, both at 
home and abroad. When an army takes the field, a proportion 
of officers of the Military Store service are to accompany it, in 
place of the commissaries of the Field Train Department. 

Officers of the Store Department wear a blue tunic with scarlet 
facings; blue trousers with gold lace stripe, and cocked hat. 
Sword the same as infantry, with scabbard leather or brass, ac- 
cording to rank. Black morocco belt with slings. 
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SCHOOLMASTERS. 

By the circular memorandum relating to schoolmasters and 
schoolmistresses^ dated 1st JantiaiT 1859, it is provided that 
schoolmasters are to be appointed by the Secretary of State for 
War. They must undergo a course of training at the Royal 
Military Asylum, and have a certificate of qualification before 
the^ can enter upon the discharge of their duties. They are 
enlisted for ten years' service, at the expiration of which they mav 
be accepted for re-enhstment. 

They are divided into four classes : — 
A first-class schoolmaster is a warrant officer, and ranks next 

to the commissioned officers. 
A second-class schoolmaster ranks with the seijeant-miyor. 
A third-class schoolmaster ranks next to the seijeant-major. 
A fourth-class or assistant schoolmaster ranks as a seijeant. 

Regiments of cavalry and battalions of in&ntry are usuaUy pro- 
vided with a third-class schoolmaster. 

Promotion is made by the Secretary of State, upon the recom- 
mendation of the Inspector-General of Army Schools, and goes 
by merit only. Soldiers who may wish to be admitted to the 
Koyal Mihtary Asylum with a view of being trained as school- 
masters, musfc be unmarried, not above 25 years of age, and not 
under the rank of corporal. After having been recommended by 
the officer commanding the regiment, they have to pass a com- 
petitive examination with other candidates. 

A schoolmaster of the first-class may be reduced to a lower 
class by sentence of a court-martial, and other schoolmasters may 
be reduced from a higher to a lower class by authority of the 
Secretary of State for War, or dismissed the service by authority 
of Her Majesty ; but they cannot, under any circumstances, be 
sent to serve in the ranks as privates. 

Schoolmasters are armed with a sword of the same pattern as 
staff Serjeants of the line; black patent leather waist-belt with 
sword carriages, same pattern as staff seijeants of rifles, except 
that the furniture is gilt. 

Their uniform consists of a blue cloth cap with oilskin cover, 
crimson silk sash, blue frock coat with shoulder knots, trousers of 
black cloth in winter, and of blue serge in summer. 
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ARMY. OF RESERVE, 



The anny of reserve, as constituted by Act of Parliament 
22 & 23 Yict. c. 42, consists of men who have enlisted in the 
regular army or East India forces, for a period of not less than 
10 years in the infantry, or 12 in the other arms, and have com- 
pleted those terms of service, or have been discharged for other 
cause than misconduct after five years' service. 

The enrolment in the reserve is entirely voluntary, and must 
take place within ^ye years after quitting the regular service. 

Men are allowed to continue in the reserve for any period that 
may be wanting to complete 21 years, if they originally enlisted in 
the infantry, and 24 if they enlisted for cavalry, artillery, or engi- 
neers ; but two years' service in the reserve force only counts as 
one towards the attainment of such periods of service. 

After completing these terms they become entitled to the same 
rates of pension as if their whole service had been in the regular 
army. 

In time of peace they are called out for training during a period 
not exceeding 12 days annually, and are attached for the time 
to an infantry regiment or depot, or to the enrolled pensioner 
force. 

In time of war, civil tumult, or invasion, they may be em- 
bodied for any time that their services may be required, but are 
not liable to serve out of the United Kingdom. 

The sum of 4L is allowed annually to each non-commissioned 
officer and man of the reserve force, and is paid quarterly in 
advance ; in addition to this, they receive pay at the same rate as 
infantiT of the line during any periods that they are called out 
either for training or for service. 

Arms and accoutrements are furnished by Government, and 
every man is entitled to a suit of uniform once in seven years. 

Regulations respecting the reserve force aire contained in W.O, 
circulars No. 614 a, 9th December 1859, and No. 523, 29th 
December 1859. 
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ENROLLED PENSIONERS. 



All soldiers who have served in any arm of the service, and who 
are discharged upon pension, either present or deferred, are liable 
to be enrolled in the pensioner force. The entire number of these 
in the United Kingdom who are capable of bearing arms, may be 
estimated at not less than 40,000. 

The establishment is fixed by the Secretary of State for War, 
and is at present, — 

For Great Britain - - - 9,433 

For Ireland - - ^ - 5,082 



Total . - 14,515 

But the provisions of the Act of Parliament would allow the 

number on the rolls to be increased to 25,000. 
The pensioners are called out for training during 12 days in 

each year. The numbers actually present in 1861 were, — 
In Great Britain - - - 8,688 

In Ireland - - - . 4,713 



Total - - 13,401 

The whole of these were shown by the returns to be thoroughly 
trained and disciplined, and fit for any garrison duties. It may 
be remarked, that there are always volunteers coming forward for 
enrolment in excess of the number of vacancies ; and no man is 
allowed to be borne on the strength afi;er he is 50 years of age. 

In time of war or civil tumult the pensioner force may be 
embodied for any length of time that their services are requured ; 
but they are not liable to be sent out of the Kingdom.*

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MILITIA. 



The present organization of the militia is regulated bv Acts of 
Parliament, 16 & 16 Vict. cap. 50, 17 & 18 Vict. cap. 106 & 107. 
The numbers fixed as a maximum for England are - 80,000 
„ „ Scotland - 10,000 

„ „ Ireland - 30,000 

Total - - - 120,000 



The quotas to be furnished by .each country are directed by an 
ord^r in council. 

The miHtia consists of..infant]7 and artillery. It is at present 
kept up entirely by voluntary enlistment, but this is the result, as 
before stated, of the annual '* Ballot Suspension Act." 

The acts contain provisions granting exemptions in favour of 
persons in holy orders, quakers, and in a variety of other cases, and 
any man drawn has the privilege of providing a substitute. To 
auch an extent has the latter practice been carried, that on the 
last occasion the ballot was enforced, the muster-roll of a regi- 
ment 500 strong showed 400 substitutes and only 100 bal- 
loted men. 

Durinff peace militia regiments are not usually embodied, but 
are called out for 28 days training in each year. In time of war 
4Si other emergency, they may be kept embodied for any period not 
exceeding "five years. No militiaman can be sent to serve beyond 
the lunits of the United Kingdom unless by his own consent."*^ 

When embodied the pay and allowances are about the same as 
those of the regular army. 

The militia are armed, accoutred, and clothed similarly to the 
infantrjr of the line and royal artillery, but the lace is always 
silver mstead of gold, and the buttons of white metal instead 
of brass.

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YEOMANRY. 



The regiments and corps of yeomanry are all cavalry^ and are 
composed of volunteers : their constitution is regulated by the 
provisions of the Act of Parliament, 44 Geo. 3. c. 

The yeomanry force takes precedence immediately after the 
militia, and before other volunteer corps. 

No independent troop is to consist of less than 40^ or more 
than 100 private men, including farriers. When troops are 
formed into a corps or regiment, the total number of men is to be 
such that there shall not be less than an average of 40, nor more 
than 60 private men per troop, including farriers. 

A squadron is to consist of 2 troops, a corps of from 3 to 5 
troops, and a regiment of from 6. to 10 troops. 

A regiment may have 1 lieutenant-colonel commanding, 1 lieu- 
tenant-colonel, 2 majors, 1 surgeon, and 1 veterinary surgeon. 

A corps may have 1 lieutenant-colonel, 1 major, and 1 assistant- 
surgeon. 

An independent souadron may have 1 m^Jor. 

Each troop may nave 1 captain, 1 lieutenant, 1 comet, and 
1 quartermaster. To an independent troop, consisting of/ 
rank and file, an additional lieutenant may be allowed. 

One seijeant and 1 corporal may be allowed for every 20 private 
men. 

One trumpeter may be allowed for each troop. 

Permanent Staff. 

An adjutant is allowed to every regiment or corps whose esta- 
blishment is not less than 300 exclusive of officers, and to any 
corps of 4 troops, whose establishment is not less than 200. 

A seijeant-major is allowed to every corps whose establishment 
is not less than 120, where there i» no adjutant. 

A drill Serjeant is allowed for each squadron. 
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An adljutant must have previously served for four years as 
commissioned officer or seqeant-major in Her Majesty's regular 
forces. 

Seijeant-majors and drill seijeants must have served for three 
and two years respectively in the regular army. A permanent 
trumpeter is allowed to each corps or regiment. 

Officers. 

Officers of the yeomanry are nominated hy the Lord Lieutenant 
of the county to which the corps belongs, hut their names must 
be submitted through the Secretary of State for War for Her 
Migesty's approval. 

All proposed resignations must likewise be submitted for the 
Queen's acceptance. 

Non-commissioned officers are appointed by the commanding 
officer, who also has the power of reducing them, without the 
intervention of other authorities. 

Drill. 

In time of peace corps of yeomanry may be assembled for 
training and exercise during a period of not more than 14 days 
in each year, with the permission of the Secretary of State for 
War, obtained through tne Lord Lieutenant of the county. When 
thus assembled, an allowance of 2s. a day for each effective man, 
and \s. Ad. for each horse is granted. 

The yeomanry may also be allowed to assemble on permanent 
pay and duty for a period not exceeding six days in a year, and 
are in such case entitled to an allowance of Ts. for each officer, 
non-commissioned officer and man, and \s. %\d. for each horse. 
The rates of pay for the ad[]utant and medical officers are somewhat 
higher. 

They are liable at any time, upon requisition from the magis- 
trates, to be called out in aid of the civil power in case of riot or 
insurrection, and to be employed in the duty of escorting Her 
Majesty. 

In time of peace non-commissioned officers and men of 
yeomanry corps are punishable by dismissal, or such fines as the 
rules of each corps may prescribe. 
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In all cases of actual invasion^ or appearance of an enemy in 
force on the coast of Great Britain, or of rebellion or insurrection 
arising or existing within the same on the appearance of an 
enemy in force on the coast or during an invasion, corps of 
yeomanry cavalry may be assembled for actual service, and are 
then subject to aU the provisions of the Mutiny Act and Articles 
of War, and to serve in any part of Great Britcdn. 

Arms and Accoutrements. 

Staff Serjeants, trunipeters, and farriers: — One pistol; other 
ranks, pistol-carbine. Tlie rifled pistol-carbine, introduced in 1856 
for yeomanry cavalry, has a barrel 10 inches in length, and the 
stock is moveable, so that it can be used either as a pistol or as a 
carbine. 

All ranks have a sword with steel scabbard, carried on a waist- 
belt with slings. 

The pouch contains 20 rounds, and is worn on a shoulder-belt. 
One trumpet or bugle is allowed to each troop. 

Arms and ammunition are provided by the War Office. An 
allowance of 21. per annum for every effective non>commissioned 
officer and man, is granted to de&ay the expense of appointments, 
clothing, repairs of arms, and other contingencies.^^ 

Every inaividual has to provide his own horse.

YOL UNTEER FO RCE. 

Volunteer corps are raised under the Act 44 Geo. 3. c. 54. 
Thej are subject to the provisions of that Act and of the statutes 
by which it has been amended^ and to all regulations which have 
been or shall be made with regard to them by the authority of 
Her Miyesty's Principal Secretary of State for War. 

Persons wishing to form a volunteer corps should place them- 
selves in communication with the Lord Lieutenant of their 
county, with whom it rests to o£Per their services for Her Ma- 
jesty's acceptance through the Secretary of State for War. 

The volunteer force, in which general term the yeomanry are 
included, takes precedence immediately after the militia. The 
different arms rank in the following order, viz. : — 

Light horse volunteers. 

Artillery volunteers. 

Engineer volunteers. 

Mounted rifle volunteers. 

Rifle volunteers. 
An establishment is allotted to every volunteer corps on its 
formation, and it reeeives a number, indicating its relative pre- 
cedence with regard to the other corps of the same arm in the 
county within which the head-quarters of the corps are situated. 

The members of a volunteer corps are either enrolled or hono- 
rary. Enrolled members are persons, of every grade, whose 
names are duly entered for service in the muster roll of a corps, 
but no person can be enrolled before attaining the age of 17* 

Enrolled members are classed as efPectives or non-e£Pectives. In 
order to be reckoned an efiPective, a member must have taken the 
oath of allegiance and attended the authorized drills of his corps, 
properly armed and accoutred, during 18 days in each year, unless 
prevented by recognized sickness, or absent with leave. 

One-half of the drills must be general musters of the whole 
corps, and the remainder (in the case of a corps consisting of more 
than one troop or company) musketry instruction and troop or 
company drill. If the corps is in a rural district and much scat- 
tdrea, so that there is a difficulty in assembling entire companies. 
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the Lord Lieutenant may sanction the drills taking place by 
squads. All enrolled members who do not fuMl the above con- 
ditions are classed as non-effectives. 

Supernumerary members are all men enrolled above the maxi- 
mum establishment of the corps. They cannot be enrolled with- 
out the consent of the Secretary of State for War, given on the 
recommendation of the Lord Lieutenant. They are not entitled 
to the exemptions granted by Act of Parliament. 

The number of honorary members attached to any corps is not 
regulated by the Secretary of State for War, and. such members 
are not included in the muster-rolls of the corps to which they 
are attached. They are not subject to military discipline, nor 
allowed to interfere with the military duties of the corps, but they 
are permitted to wear its uniform, unless a special provision to 
the contrary is contained in the authorized rules of the corps. 
They are not under any circumstances liable to be assembled for 
actual service. 

Engineer volunteer corps are intended to facilitate the transport 
of troops by railway durii^ an invasion, in addition to performing 
the oroinary duties of military engineers. They are composed, as 
far as practicable, of civil engineers, persons in the employment 
of railway companies, mechanics, wad artizans. 

The. formation of Artillery corps is only sanctioned, when cir- 
cumstances admit of a proper range for practice with heavy 
ordnance being secured. 

Mounted Rifle Corps are intended to operate at a distance from 
the main body of an army, moving rapidly from point to point, 
harassing the flank of an enemy, and interrupting his communi- 
cations. In ground favourable for the purpose they would dis-^ 
mount to fire, taking advantage of any cover near at hand for 
their horses, which would be left in charge of a detachment. They 
must, however, be prepared to defend themselves on horseback 
against desultory attacks of an enemy's cavalry. 

Officers. 

The commissioned officers, with the exception of ac^utants, are 
appointed by the Lord Lieutenant of the county to which the 
corps belongs, but their appointments must be submitted, through 

G 2 
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the Secretary" of Slate for War, for the Queen's approval. All 
proposed resignations must be submitted by the Lord Lieutenant 
m the same manner for Her Majesty's acceptance. 

The appointment of honorary colonel to a corps commanded by 
a lieutenant-colonel is permitted when recommended by the Lord 
Lieutenant. 

Cluartermasters or paymasters are not allowed on the establish- 
ment of a corps except when it is called out for active service ; but 
instead of such officers the Secretary of State will be prepared, 
on the application of the Lord Lieutenant of the county, to sanc- 
tion the appointment of two supernumerary lieutenants to every 
corps under the command of a field officer. 

When a corps consists of more than one troop, battery, or 
company, and is not under the command of a field officer, the 
senior captain is allowed to bear the designation of ''captain 
commandant." 

The appointment of adjutant is held under the Queen's com- 
mission, and is conferred bv the Secretary of State for War, on 
the recommendation of the Lord Lieutenant. 

Every candidate for an adjutancy is required to pass an exami- 
nation, conducted by a board of officers appointed by the Field 
Marshal or General Commanding-in-Chief, and must have served 
for the period specified in the Volunteer Regulations, either in 
the regular army or militia. 

No officer whose age exceeds 50 years is eligible for the appoint- 
ment as adjutant. 

Non-commissioned officers, — ^The non-commissioned officers of a 
corps are appointed by the commanding officer from among the 
enrolled members. A non-commisi^ioned officer may be reduced 
by the commanding officer of his corps, for any sufficient cause, 
arfcer the circumstances have been duly investigated and recorded 
by a court of inquiry. 

Serjeant instructors are provided at the public expense to li^ht 
horse, mounted rifle, and rifle volunteer corps, in the proportion 
of,—

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Second or subsequent battalions will receive seijeant instructors 
in the same proportion as corps of the same number of companies. 
Administrative battalions composed of corps whose head-quarters 
lie within a circle having a radius of one mile, will only be allowed 
the proportion of seijeant instructors to which they would be 
entitled if they were consolidated corps, unless an increased num- 
ber should be allowed in very special cases, represented to the 
Secretary of State by the Lord Lieutenant. 

Corps of light horse or mounted rifle volunteers not entitled to 
the services of an adjutant will, however, be provided with one 
Serjeant instructor to each troop or company. 

Candidates for the appointment of drUl instructor must be 
satisfactorily recommended as to character, and must not be over 
60 years of age. They must also have served for five years (three 
of which as a non-commissioned officer) in the Imperial or Indian 
armies, and have a competent knowledge of the drill and other 
duties that they propose to undertake. Instructors for light horse 
corps must have previously served in the cavalry. 

Non-commissioned officers of 18 or more years' service in the 
infantry, and 21 years or more in the cavalry, are allowed to be 
posted to volunteer corps, if recommended by their commanding 
officers, and approved by the Adjutant-General. They are to be 
borne on the rolls of their respective regiments until discharged 
on pension, or otherwise, from the regular armjr, and majr then 
renew their engagements in the volunteer service. If guilty of 
misconduct before their discharge, they are liable to be sent back 
to their regiments. In cases when additional instructors are 
required, or when there may be a difficulty in obtaining a serjeant 
instructor, non-commissioned officers from the permanent staff of 
the disembodied militia may be appointed temporarily. 

In time of peace, adjutants ana drill instructors are subject to 
the provisions of the Mutiny Act and Articles of War, and liable 
to be tried by court-martial for any crime committed against such 
act and articles. The other officers are not subject to militsury 
law, but are liable to be deprived of the commission by authority 
of Her Majestv ; and the non-commissioned officers and privates 
are liable to nnes or dismissal from their corps by authority of 
the officer commanding. 
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In all cases of actual invasion, or appearance of an enemy in 
force on the coast of Great Britain, or of rebellion or insurrection 
arising or existing within the same on the appearance of an enemy 
in force on the coast, or during any invasion, volunteer corps may 
be assembled for actual service; and when they are so assembled 
they become subject to the provisions of the Mutiny Act and 
Articles of War, and receive the same pay and allowances as the 
corresponding branches of the regular army; they will also be 
liable to serve in any part of Great Britain, unless a special 
arrangement to the contrary has been sanctioned at the time of 
Her Majesty's acceptance of their service. 

Arms. — The arms issued to volunteer corps are as follows : — 

Light ^or«f.— Rifle carbine, cavalry pattern ; light cavahr sword. 

ArHllery.—Rme carbme, artiUer^ pattern, with sword bayonet. 

Engineers. — Rifle Lancaster carbine, with sword bayonet. 

Mounted rifles, — Short rifle, pattern 1856 or 1860 ; light cavalry 
•word with brown leather scabbard. 

Bifle corps. — Rifle musket, pattern 1853, with bayonet; or, if 
the state of the Government stores should permit, short rifle 
musket, pattern 1856 or 1860. 

Staff Serjeants, farriers, drummers, buglers, pioneers, musicians 
&c. are equipped similarly to the same ranks in the regular service. 

Clothing and accoutrements. — Every Volunteer corps is allowed 
to choose its own uniform and accoutrements, subject to the 
approval of the Lord Lieutenant of the county, and provided no 
gold lace is introduced. 

The dress regulations of the army are to be taken as a guide foir 
those distinctions in uniform and appointments which denote the 
|ank of the wearer. 

The pouches should be capable of containing 60 rounds of 
ammumtion, and should be so fixed as not to interfere with the 
arran^fement of the knapsack. 

Neither standards nor colours are to be carried by corps on 
parade, as the volunteer force is composed of arms to which their 
use is not appropriate. 

Volunteers are recommended to provide themselves with a 
knapsack or vaHse, containing a complete kit, and with a great 
coat or cloak.

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CONSTABULARY OF IRELAND. 



The constabulary of Ireland consists pf a mounted and a dis- 
mounted force. The men are principally natives of Ireland. Any 
man wishing to engage as constable must produce a certificate as 
to character either from a magistrate, the clergyman of his parish, 
or be recommended by an officer of the force. No man can enlist 
after he is 27 years of age, and the minimum height is 5 feet 
8 inches.

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Head constables receive pay at rates varying from 70/. to 50/. a 
year, besides 3«. annually for repair of arms. 
. The rates for other constables are from 40/. to 241. a year. 

Any man may leave the force on giving a month's notice of his 
intention to resign. 

Arms. — Mounted constables carry a light cavalry sword and a 
pair of pistols. Dismounted men are armed with the short Enfield 
rifle ana sword bayonet. 

The accoutrements are black leather, and the uniform is dark 
green. 



ADMINISTRATIVE, EDUCATIONAL, AND MANU- 
FACTURING DEPARTMENTS. 

The entire civil and military administration of the mihtary 
forces of the British empire is under the control of the Secretary 
of State for War. The actual command and discipline of the 
army are, however, vested in the Field Marshal or General Com- 
manding-in-Chief; 

War Office. — ^The general duties of the department of the 
Secretary of State for War are shared by a Parliamentary Under 
Secretary of State, a permanent Under Secretary of State, and an 
assistant Under Secretary of State ; there is also a military assist- 
ant. The principal branches and divisions are as follows : — 

The Chief Clerk directs his attention to the discipline and busi- 
ness of the establishments of the War Office generally, and cor- 
respondence with the Civil Service Commissioners. Grants to 
parochial churches and schools. Attendance and correspondence, 
returns, &c. Furniture requisitions, &c. Correspondence with 
the Council of Military Education relative to the Koyal Military 
CoUege at Sandhurst and Royal Military Academy at Woolwich, 
and general questions on army education, military Ubraries, and 
disembodied mflitia schools, and matters relating to superan- 
nuations. 



no ADMINISTRATIVE, EDUCATIONAL, AND 

Direction of Works, — ^The duties of this branch are defined in 
circular memorandum, dated War Office, 5th September 1862. The 
Director of Works has also the office of Inspector-Greneral of Engi- 
neers, and as such holds the position of a divisional general as 
regards the corps of Royal Engineers, and is in direct communi- 
cation with the General Commanding-in-Chief . In his capacity 
of director of works, however, he is under the immediate control 
of the Secretary of State for War. The duties connected with 
the War Office are divided into two branches, one for fortifications 
and the other for barracks; each of these is conducted by a 
Deputy Director of Works. 

Direction of Ordnance, — ^The duties of this branch are set forth 
in circular memorandum, dated War Office, 24th June 1862. 

The Director of Ordnance is charged with the duty of advising 
the Secretary of State upon all questions relating to the supply 
and maintenance of guns, small arms, ammunition, and other 
ordnance stores. He examines and revises all requisitions made 
by the Deputy Adjutant-General of Artillery, for guns, stores^ and 
arms, and orders all authorized supplies to be made. He seals all 
ordnance patterns on behalf of the Secretary of State, and is 
responsible that aU articles, whether manufactured by Government 
or received by contract, are conformable to the sealed patterns. 

The Director of Ordnance makes an inspection, at least once a 
year, of all Government manufacturing establishments, and 
watches over the progress of all changes and improvements in the 
materiel of the artillery ; he also, in conjunction with the Inspector- 
General of Engineers, advises the Secrerary of State respecting the 
armament of all works of fortification, either proposed or in 
progress. 

Commissariat. — ^This branch is under the direction of the 
Commissary General-in-Chief. This officer has the general control 
of the officers of commissariat department and commissariat staS 
corps, and supervises all the duties connected with the supply of 
provisions and subsistence to the troops at home and abroad. 

Army Medical Department. — ^The Director-General has the sole 
administrative charge of the hospital service of the forces. This 
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department has three subdivision officers, viz. : Ist, a head of the 
medical department, to give advice and assistance on all subjects 
connected with the medical service and hospitals of the army. 
2nd, a head of the sanitar^^ department, who airects his attention 
to all subjects connected with the hygiene of the army. 3rd, a head 
of the statistical department, who keeps the medical statistics, case 
books, meteorological registers, and aU other statistical documents. 

The PvrveyoT'in- CAicf superintends the purveyors and purveyor's 
clerks of the army, and has charge of all arrangements for the 
subsistence of the sick, the equipment of the hospitals, and other 
departmental duties. 

The Chaplmn'General has the control of all army chaplains; 
he likewise attends to all matters relating to the performance of 
Divine service throughout the army, Sie supply of religious 
books for schools, &c. 

Direction of Stores, — This branch is under the supervision of 
the Director of Stores, and includes the care and custody of all 
military materiel belonging to the army. The officers of the 
store department are all under his control. 

Barrack Department, — By circular memorandum, dated 5th 
September 1862, the duties of the barrack department were 
separated from those of the Director -of Works. Tne Superinten- 
dent of the barrack department is charged with the supervision 
of aU barrack masters, and attends to all correspondence relating 
to barrack damages, furniture, and the supply of fuel, light, &c. 

Militia,— All regiments of militia when disembodied are under 
the exclusive command and control of the Secretary of State for 
war. 

The Inspector- General of Militia makes periodical inspections, 
and supervises the arming, clothing, discipline, &c. of the whole 
force. 

The Inspector- General of Volunteers devotes his exclusive 
attention to the volunteer force of Great Britain. 

Direction of Contracts.' — ^The Director of Contracts is charged 
with making all contracts for warlike materiel, clothing, and other 
stores (exclusive of provisions) that are required for the army. 
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Account Branch, — ^The duties of the Acoountant-Genend afe 
specified in memorandum dated War Office, 24th June 1862 ; they 
are divided into the following heads : — 

1st. Preparing the annual estimates to he suhmitted to Par- 
liament for army and militia services. 

2nd. Examining and iJlowing claims previous to payment, and 
auditing the accounts of accountimts. 

drd. Issuing all warrants for the payment of money required 
for the ahove services. 

4th. Keeping the accounts relative to the receipts and expendi- 
ture for the army and militia services. 

5th. Preparing, pursuant to Act 9 & 10 Vict. cap. 92. sec. 2, 
an account to he laid before Parliament of the above 
receipts and expenditure. 

The Solicitor has to attend to all legal matters connected with 
the department; conveyances and other documents connected 
with the purchase and sale of land for Government buildings are 
prepared by his branch. 

The Pricis Writer and Librarian is in charge of the library of 
the department; he examines all papers before they are finally 
put away in the registry; and it is his duty to notice if any 
subjects have been dealt with' in a manner inconsistent with the 
regulations or usual practice ; if any irregularity has occurred in 
dealing with papers, or any orders been neglected. 

Topoffraphical Branch, — ^The Director of the Ordnance Survey of 
the tTuitea Kingdom is also Director of the Topographical and 
Statistical Depdt. Its duties include the collecting ana construc- 
tion of the most perfect maps that can be procured or made of 
every part of the world, with the plans of all fortified places, 
batteiies, &c. The military organization and resources of every 
state, and all such information as mav be of use to officers when 
engaged in military operations abroad in any part of the world, 
also come within tne scope of this branch. 

The Ordnance Select Committee is charged with the 
duty of examining and reporting upon the merits of all new in- 
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ventions and suggestions for the improvement of arms, warlike 
stores, and military materiel generally. 

Ordnance Survey. — ^The Topographical Department 
includes the Ordnance Survey, the head-quarters of which is at 
Southampton, and the Topographical and Statistical Dep6t, which 
is in London. The duties of the Ordnance Survey are limited to 
the production of the plans and maps of the United Kingdom. 
The plans of England and Scotland are engraved and published 
at Southampton, whilst those of Ireland are engraved and pub- 
lished in Dublin. The 13th, 14th, 16th, and 19th companies of 
Royal Engineers were raised for and are employed in the duties of 
the Topographical Department, but both officers and men are liable 
to be drafted for duty in any part of the world. 

The Inspector op Works has charge of the construction 
and keeping up of all buildings belonging to the manufacturing 
departments of the army at Woolwich, London, Enfield, Waltham 
Abbey, and elsewhere in the London district. 

The Council of Military Education is charged with the 
conduct and superintendence of the colleges, schools, and 
Hbraries, belonging to the army. 

All examinations on entering and passing through the various 
educational establishments, as well as those for direct commis- 
sions, are held by the council ; and all schoolmasters and school- 
mistresses of garrison and regimental schools are appointed, 
promoted, or removed by its authority. 

The Staff College was founded in 1858, the senior depart- 
ment of the Royal Militarv College at Sandhurst being at the 
same time discontinued. The quaMcations required from ofQcers 
desirous of being candidates for admission to the Staff College are 
specified in the general order dated Horse Guards, 6th March 
1862 ; its principal provisions are a previous service of not less 
than three years, exclusive of leave of absence, and a certificate 
from their commanding officers as to character and efficiency 
in their regiments. They are required also to have passed the 
regulated examination for a troop or company, and to produce a 

H 
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satisfactory certificate as to health and fitness for the active duties 
of the staff. 

The entrance is determined hy competitive examination, and 
the time of study is two years, after the expiration of which the 
final examination has to De passed. The officers are then at- 
tached for four months to each of the arms of the service in which 
they have not previously served, after which they are eligible for 
appointments to the staff of the army. 

The School of Gunnery at Shoeburyness was established in 
1859 to give instruction in the theory and practice of gunnery. 
Officers, on their first appointment to the Royal Artillery, usually 
go through the course of study, and a certain nuipber of non- 
commissioned officers are attached to it for a time to enable them 
to act as instructors. Two or three complete batteries of horse 
and field artillery are also generally stationed at this estabhshment, 
with a view of perfecting all ranks in professional knowledge. 

The Artillery Experimental Establishment is devoted 
to carrying on experiments with new patterns of ordnance and 
warlike inventions. 

The Royal Military Repository at Woolwich is an esta- 
blishment for instructing the artillery in the service and manage- 
ment of siege ordnance and in all the duties connected with it. 

The Royal Artillery Institution, Woolwich, has for its 
object to afford facihties to officers of the Roval Artillery for prose- 
cuting scientific and professional studies. The building contains a 
museum, lecture theatre, library, and a series of class rooms for 
drawing, painting, modelling, &c. 

Royal Engineer Establishment, Chatham. — ^This esta- 
blishment constitutes a special training school for officers of the 
Royal Engineers after they have passed through the course at 
the Royal Military Academy at Woolwich. All men who enlist in 
the corps are also sent there to go through their drill and receive 
instruction in military engineering and siege operations before they 
are posted to companies at home or abroad. 

The Schools op Musketry at Hythe (Kent) and Fleet- 
wood (Lancashire) are establishments for affording special training 
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in the theory and practice of musketry to officers and non-com- 
missioned officers, with the object of qualifying them to act as 
musketry instrucitors in their regiments. No officer can be 
appointed inspector or instructor of musketry unless he has 
fulfilled the prescribed course of study and obtained a first-class 
certificate. Non-commissioned officers also must go through the 
course, and receive a certificate of qualification, before they are 
eligible to become Serjeant instructors of musketry. 

The Inspector-General at Hythe receives periodical reports of 
the musketry instruction carried on in regiments, and exercises a 
supervision over their progress and proficiency. 

Royal Military Academy, Woolwich. — Candidates for 
commissions in the Royal Regiment of Artillery and Royal En- 
gineers are required to go through a course of special professional 
training at the Royal Military Academy at Woolwich, before they 
are eligible for either of those arms of the service. Those who 
wish to enter this institution must be between 1 7 &nd 20 years 
of age, and have to obtain a nomination from the Secretary of 
State for War ; their admission is then determined by the result 
of a competitive examination. The course of study lasts about 
two years, at the expiration of which they pass a final examination 
to qualify them for commissions. 

Royal Military College, Sandhurst. — ^This institution 
is devoted to the training of young gentlemen for the Cavalry and 
Infantry. Every candidate for a cadetship must obtain a nomina- 
tion from the Secretary of State for War, and have satisfactory 
certificates as to health, character, &c., after which he is allowed 
to compete at the next half-yearly examination for admission. 

The age of entrance is from IG to 20 vears for candidates for 
the Infantry, and 1 6 to 22 years for those for the Cavalry. 

The course of study lasts one year. Commissions to regiments 
without purchase are granted only to cadets passing through the 
Royal Military Cbllege, and they have to compete for them at the 
final examination. The latest regulations respecting the Royal 
Military College are contained in the memorandum dated Horse 
Guards, 1st May 1862. 

H 2 
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Military School of Music. — ^The Military School of Music 
was established at Kneller Hall, Hounslow, in March 1857, with 
tiie view of instructing a sufficient number of non-commissioned 
officers and soldiers in the theory and practice of music, to furnish 
the various regiments with band masters and a proportion of 
trained musicians, and thus to obviate the necessity of employing 
civilians. 

The staff of the establishment consists of one officer (migor 
unattached), 17 civil professors, and a normal schoolmaster. 

The students are selected for good character and promise of 
musical proficiency. The course of study extends over about two 
years, and includes the arrangement and composition of music ; 
but any soldier whose conduct or progress is not satisfactory is 
liable at any time to be sent back to his regiment. 

The regulated strength of the detachment is about 150, and 
includes a proportion of seijeants, corporals, and drummers. 

The Royal Military Asylum (Chelsea) and Royal Hiber- 
nian Military School (Dublin) are establishments for the 
maintenance and support of a limited number of boys who are the 
sons of soldiers of the regular armv. . 

Candidates for admission must be between the ages of 5 and 10 
years, and they are allowed to remain until they are 14 years old, 
or in the case of those who belong to the band until 15. They 
are then allowed to volunteer into any regiment they may select, 
or if they are not willing to enter the service, they are apprenticed 
to a trace, or placed in some other civil employment, llie rules 
for the admission of boys to these institutions are mentioned in 
Queen's Regulations, page 312. 

The Roytd Military Asylum is also a training institution for 
army schoolmasters.
